100 YEARS OF GOVERNMENT 
STAMP 


Postmaster General Bertrand an- 
nounces that a special 4-cent postage 
stamp will be issued on Friday, ist 
October, 1948, to commemorate the 


100th anniversary of the Achieve- 
ment of Responsible Government in 
Canada. 

The over-all dimensions of the 
stamp will be approximately 14% x 
1”, or the same size and arrange- 
ment as the pictorial issue of 1946. 
The stamp will bear the picture of 
the Canadian Parliament Building 
with the portrait of the late Queen 
Victoria, during whose reign Re- 
sponsible Government in Canada was 
achieved, in the upper left hand 
corner, and that of His Majesty King 
George VI in the upper right hand 
corner. The colour will be blue gray. 
The stamps will be issued in sheets 
of 50. 

Plans are being laid to have the 
stamp placed on sale at all the 
principal Canadian Post Offices on 
the ist October, 1948. The stamp will 
also be on sale, by mail order, 
through the Philatelic Section, Post- 
age Stamp Division, Post Office De-

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Outstanding Canadian Philatelists

HON. JAMES A. CALDER, P.C.; 


Senator Calder, the “grand old 
man’ of Canadian philately, was born 
in Oxford County Ontario of Scot- 
tish parents on Sept. 17, 1868. At an 
early age he moved to Winnipeg 
where he attended public and high 
schools and Manitoba University. He 
became principal of Moose Jaw High 
School in 1891, deputy Commissioner 
of Education North West Territories 
1901-05 and called to the Bar in 1906. 
Senator Calder was elected to the 
Saskatchewan Legislature in the 
first general election in 1905, Prov- 
incial Treasurer and Minister of 
Education in 1912 which portfolio he 
resigned on being elected Federal 
member of Parliament for Moose 
Jaw in the general election of 1917 
and shortly after was appointed 
Minister of Immigration and Colon- 
ization in the Union Government. In 
1905 he was honored with the degree 
of L.L.D. by the University of Tor- 
onto, and in 1921 appointed member 
of the Senate. 

As a serious student of Canadian 
philately few have equalled Senator 
Calder. At an early age his interest 
was aroused by the many striking 
and varied colours and shades of the 
Canada 1859 10c stamp and through 
his researches in the P.O. Depart- 
ment archives at Ottawa and the 
examination of a large quantity of 
dated copies for perforation variet- 
les he was able to separate the 
twenty-seven orders for this stamp 
which was manufactured by the 
American Bank Note Company. A 
display of this research at the New 
York Exhibition in 1926 was received 
with wide acclaim. His book “Some 
Phases of the Canada ’59 Issue” was 
published by the Royal Philatelic 
Society of London in 1939 and is the 
finest monograph ever written on 
this issue. Illustrated with diagrams 
showing every re-entry and plate 
flaw in the 5c Beaver stamp this 
book will be referred to as long as 
philatelists study this fascinating 
issue.

SENATOR JAS. A. CALDER 


In addition to the postal issues he 
formed a magnificant collection of 


Canadian Revenue stamps. These he 
disposed of a few years ago. 


Senator Calder has the honor of 
being one of two Canadians elected 
to the Roll of Distinguished Phila- 
telists. He is also a Fellow of the 
Royal Philatelic Society. In 1925 he 
was honorary president of the 3rd 
Canadian Philatelic Exhibition held 
in Montreal and the following year 
vice-president of the International 
Philatelic Exhibition, New York. His 
son James Calder of Ottawa is fol- 
lowing in his father's footsteps and 
is himself an outstanding Canadian 
philatelist.

EARLY POSTOFFICE SEALS 
By Frank W. Campbell 


Ordinarily a seal and postmark 
were both ordered when a new office 
opened in the early days, as most 
orders called for one of each. A re- 
order for a new townmark instrument 
seldom carried order for a new seal. 


Seals were very necessary to make 
the mailbag safe on its travel by 
devious methods, as it possibly would 
be on a boat for days, or in a stable 
overnight, or on a saddle bag while 
the carrier was eating. 

The three styles illustrated are by 
no means all in style, but are just a 
broad grouping to show size and 
character of lettering. 

These were probably made by 
stamping in the letters on a brass 
plate, much as the corner letters 
were stamped in the early English 
stamps on the steel plate, so that no 
two stamp positions had the same 
letter combinations. 

Campbelltown, N.B., postoffice 
opened in 1837, later being spelled 
Campbellton. Its income was about 
medium for the period. 

Grand Falls, N.B., also opened in 
1837, and was the start of the long 
lonely stage trip of the mails that 
went to Quebec, touching the St. 


Lawrence at River Du Loup (Wolf 
River in English). 
New Liverpool in Levis county 


south of the St. Lawrence in Quebec, 
was a case of the seal being used for 
a townmark, as it was stamped in 
ink this time—a rather unusual hap- 
pening, but it has been noted in a 
few other cases thus done. The of- 
fice opened in 1852, and after 1875 
was known as Etchemin. 
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Centenary of Responsible Government in Canada 


1848 - 


1948

Before 1848, the Canadian prov- 
inces of the time, United Canada 
(comprising Ontario and Quebec), 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island, were in a gen- 
eral way administered by a governor, 
named by the British Cabinet, an 
executive council chosen by the 
governor, a legislative council life- 
appointed also by the governor and a 
legislative assembly elected by the 
people. Legislation was debated and 
voted on by the two branches of the 
legislative, but the governor was left 
completely free to assent or dissent 
any bill thus passed when presented 
for sanction. 


The remarkable peculiarity of the 
system resided in the fact that 
the governor also exercised the 
executive functions of the govern- 
ment, thus combing the dual author- 
ity of governor and prime minister. 
The system was aggravated the more 
by the governor’s complete liberty to 
select, regardless of politics and 
parties, whom he pleased as members 
of his executive council. Moreover, 
these councillors bore no responsibil- 
ity to the legislative assembly, while 
the governor’s policies remained ac- 
countable only to the British Cabinet. 
Consequently, the people's elected 
representatives had but a _ very 
limited share in the administration 
of the country, since even its legis- 
lation as left to the discretion of the 
governor and the policy of the 
executive council was not submitted 
to the control of the legislature. In- 
deed, the government before 1848, 
was not in any way responsible for 
its administration to the people of 
the country. 


First in Quebec, and later in Ont- 
ario and Nova Scotia, the political 
leaders had for years vainly sought 
the introduction of some kind of re- 


‘ sponsible government that is respon- 


sible to elected representatives of the 
country. Such claims were not ac- 
cepted by the British Cabinet, which 
held the opinion that the British 
principle of responsible government 


could not be adopted in a colony, 
without creating an inadmissible 
dual accountability to the British 
Cabinet and the colonial legislature. 
But Canadian reformers steadily 
combated this long spent theory, by 
maintaining that there really existed 
a double field of administration, an 
imperial one accountable to the 
British Cabinet, but also a provincial 
one inherently accountable through 
its elected representatives, to the 
people of the colony. 

In a more or less groping way, 
such was the principle advocated by 
Canadian legislators. First enunciat- 
ed by Bedard in the first decade of 
the last century, it was taken up 
from different angles by Papineau 
and Mackenzie but without any 
definite concessions from the British 
ministers until eventually colonial 
discontent exploded in the Rebellion 
of 1837, in English Upper Canada 
and French Lower Canada. 

Appointed to remedy the political 
crisis, Lord Durham, adopting Bald- 
win’s suggestions, supported the 
principle that the “internal govern- 
men of the colony” should rest “in 
the hands of the colonists them- 
selves” and “thus 1 eave to them the 
execution of the laws.” Unfortunate- 
ly with the dilatory instructions of 
the British Cabinet and the personal 
reluctance of the governors of both 
United Canada and Nova Scotia, the 
two leading provinces in the move- 
ment, colonial administrations refus- 
ed to yield to the legislatures’ reslou- 
tions claiming control of the execu- 
tive council and requiring that the 
executive councillors be selected from 
the majority party in the legislative 
assembly. 

But the reformers refused to be 
denied their rights and pushed for- 
ward under Uniacke and Howe in 
Nova Scotia and Lafontaine and 
Baldwin in United Canada. Their un- 
relenting pressure with its logical 
presentation of their case, slowly 
moved the British Cabinet into a 
partial acceptation of their demand.

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lieutenant-governor Sir John Harvey, 
asked James Boyle Uniacke to form 
a government from members of the 
majority party in the Assembly. The 
way being thus cleared, a genuine 
responsible government was formed 
on February 2, 1848, under Uniacke 
as President of the Executive 
Council and Joseph Howe as Prov- 
incial Secretary. 

Similarly, in United Canada, a few 
weeks later, on the 3rd of March, the 
assembly in Montreal expressed by a 
heavy vote its want of confidence in 
the executive council of the province, 
with the declaration that it was 
“essential to the satisfactory result 
of our deliberations” that “Her 
Majesty’s Provincial Administration 
should possess the confidence of this 
House and of the Country”, adding 
“that confidence is not reposed in the 
present Advisers of His Excellency.” 
Immediately the Executive Council- 
lors tendered their resignation and 
the Governor, Lord Elgin asked La- 
Fontaine, its leader to constitute a 
government representing the major- 
ity party in the legislature. In con- 
sultation with Baldwin as co-assoc- 
iate LaFontaine proceeded to form on 
March 11th, the first responsible 
ministry of central Canada. 

Thus, in the year 1848 in both 
provinces the government was en- 
trusted to an executive council chosen 
from and accountable to the party 
having a majority in the legislative 
assembly. This accountability of the 
Executive Council to the majority of 
the people’s elected representatives 
introduced responsible government in 
Canada which, in reality, meant the 
adminisration of the country by the 
people of the country. Through the 
recognition of this principle, Canada 
achieved a new great step towards 
autonomy—a step which in the course 
of political evolution led the country 
to its present political independence.

NONSENSE ABOUT 
PERFORATIONS 


When stamps are in sheets the 
perforations are large or small holes 
surrounded by stamps. But when 
the stamps are torn apart the perf- 
orations are pieces of holes partly 
surrounding stamp. Lots of people 
collect these holes when they are 
attached to stamps, and, according 
to the number of holes a stamp is 
more valuable or less valuable and 
vice versa, as the case may be. If a 
stamp is supposed to have a certain 
number of heles and has two holes 
too far too short, or if it has two 
holes too far too long, it might be 


worth a lot more or a lot less ac- 
cording to what you might be able 
to get for it. 

There are a lot of holes; little 


"uns and big ’uns. And when they 
are all mixed up round the stamps 
they are compound. “Com” means 
“worth” and “pound” means “mon- 
ey” hence they are worth more 
money. When a lot of little holes are 
pasted over a lot of big ’uns they 
are “mixed.” Some people measure 
these holes with a guage, but that is 


only because it takes too long to. 
count them. Some people collect 
stamps which have holes only a 


quarter too far too much or too less, 
but they are cranks because a quart- 
er of a hole is not a very big one. 


There are a lot of cranks in stamp. 
collecting and some people would 
collect holes without stamps; but 


you can't do that because you must 
have the stamp to keep the holes 
together. I don’t know what they do 
with the insides of small holes, but 
the insides of big holes are used to 
throw over brides and things like 
that; but you can’t throw the holes 
themselves. Perforations are a very 
interesting study to those who 
understand.—Pacific Stamp Review.

STAMP COLLECTION 
REDUCED TO ASHES 


Montreal, Aug. 19.—The prize col- 


lection of rare old stamps stolen 
from Commodore Paul W. Earl, 
Liberal M.L.A. for N.D.G., at his 


Piedmont home last Monday were 
destroyed by four youths who had 
escaped from the Shawbridge Boys 
Farm, Provincial Police disclosed last 
night. 

The stamps were valued at $10,000. 
Police said that the collection owned 
by the former naval officer was re- 
duced to ashes when the boys set 
them aflame after becoming frighten- 
ed when they attempted to dispose of 
them. 1 

Police said that an attempt had 
been made to sell some of the stamps 
to a dealer on St. Lawrence 
boulevard. The dealer, however, ex- 
pressed surprise at the value of some 
of the stamps for sale, and asked the 
youths where they had obtained them. 
They became panicky and ran away, 
police said, and then decided to get 
rid of them because they were “too 
hot to handle.” 

Commodore Earl is now visiting 
Halifax and, according to police, un- 
aware that his stamp collection was 
burned.—The Gazette.

in the north and are accordingly 
planning their holidays for that 
month, they appealed today for more 
than usual caution. 

Ontario had the worst forest fire 
year in many during 1948. Because of 
low water in the spring early warn- 
ings were issued and the necessary 
precautions taken. Unfortunately, 
however, hundreds of fires broke out, 
including the disastrous Mississagi 
and Chapleau fires which raged for 
weeks and caused damage estimated 
in the millions. 

Now, despite the fact the trees are 
green and the bush seems wet and 
safe, the hazard is still present. The 
precipitation has not been as great as 
we would have liked to see it, and 
as the drying winds of fall blow, the 
hazard increases greatly. Until the 
snow comes, only the utmost vigi- 
lance on the part of all travellers in 
the bush will help us keep the fire 
hazard down. 

One of the major causes of the 
average of 1,200 fires in Ontario’s 
forests each year is the carelessness 
of travellers. Once the public real- 
ized the gravity of the situation in 
the early summer, there was a 
voluntary increase in precautions. 
The Department is again appealing 
to everyone who travels the bush not 
to relax their vigilance during the 
autumn months. Help us. protect the 
forests and keep Ontario’s north 
prosperous attractive.

MAKES FLOWERS 
CUT FROM STAMPS 


Cutting out stamps in intricate 
designs of flowers, fruits and trees 
is the hobby of Robert Clarke, 
Chryessa Ave., York township. Mr. 
Clarke displayed some of his flowers 
at the Roseland Horticultural show 
where they attracted attention of 
both flower lovers and stamp col- 
lectors. He cuts out postage stamps 
and then pastes them on cardboard to 
make the colorful displays. He has 
more than 100 plants and flowers of 


every variety and color in his col- 
lection. 

He also makes Christmas and 
birthday cards from stamps. A sta- 
tionary engineer, he started this 
hobby as a boy in Scotland. At that 


time people used to paste stamps on 
plates and varnish them. “I decided 
to go them one better,” Mr. Clarke 
said, “so I just started experiment- 
ing and developed the idea of cut- 
ting out plants and flowers.” 

He won a bronze medal in 1908 in 
Scotland and entered his stamps in 


the hobby show at the Canadian 
National Exhibition in 1941. He says 
he wasn’t awarded a prize then be- 
cause he is the only one in Canada 
doing this type of work and. there 
was no one to compete against him.

Before one can 
send out of England any stamps, 
they must fill in numerous forms 
and after having received items from 
correspondents in the “Dollar” 
countries they may apply to the 
B.P.A. for permission to send equal 
value in stamps—not of current 
issues of Great Britain or the Colon- 
ies—to their collector friends. All 
stamps sent into England must go 
through the B.P.A. The penalty for 
not complying with these regulations 
is possible confiscation—A. Reg. 
Gibbs.
